James C. MILLER, president of the Ameri- 
can Association of Junior Colleges, is also 
president of Christian College, Columbia, Mis- 
souri.

JoserH A. Amort, who holds the position of 
coordinator of placement at San Francisco Jun- 
ior College, California, presents the case of 
young people versus the junior college in 
“Why Junior College Students Withdraw.” 
Mr. Amori’s own early background, insecure 
economically as it was, has given him a first- 
hand understanding of many of the problems 
of youth. Born in San Jose, California, 34 
years ago, the son of poor Italian parents, he 
worked from the time he was able to pick 
prunes and shell almonds, as early as four 
years of age. He wrested an education ia 


spite of these ‘conditions, receiving his B.A. 


degree from San Jose State College at the age 
of 21, and an M.A. from the University of 


California in 1938. 


A trip through Europe in 1936 as leader of 
a group of teachers and students enriched his 
experience. His connection with junior col- 
leges began with his work at San Mateo Jun- 
ior College in 1933. He left San Mateo in 
1935 and has been at San Francisco Junior 
College ever since. He works 16 hours a day 
at his job believing that: “Kids want a teach- 
er who will perspire for them and with them.” 
During the summer he has been doing place- 
ment work with the California State Employ- 
ment Service. 


MarcARET DurHAM Rosey (Mrs. H. Rus- 
sell Robey), executive principal of Southern 
Seminary and Junior College, Virginia, was 
born in Gastonia, N. C., in 1898. She received 
her bachelor’s degree (cum laude) from Duke 
University in 1917, taught at Martha Wash- 


ington College after graduation, and in 1920 
became associated with Robert Lee Durham, 
her father, the president of Southern Semi- 
nary and Junior College. For several years 
she has been the executive head of the school. 

Mrs. Robey has been active in women’s or- 
ganizations and has served on the state board 
of the Virginia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
and the Virginia division of the American As- 
sociation of University Women as chairman 
of international relations. Mrs. Robey’s own 
comment on her life’s work is that “the telling 
of it is not particularly interesting, but the 
living of it has been immensely so.” Her ar- 
ticle in this issue, “Junior College Women in 
National Defense,” bears testimony to an ac- 
tive and purposeful life. 


Mrs. Carita Marton LANCASTER is libra- 
rian at Bethune-Cookman College in Florida, 
one of the outstanding Negro junior colleges 
in the south. She was born in Mexico City, 
Mexico, received her secondary education in 
Los Angeles, California, and her bachelor’s 
degree from Wilberforce University in Ohio. 
For a time she was assistant newspaper editor 
and a teacher in the Los Angeles school sys- 
tem. During two years in Europe, she be- 
came interested in library work and returned 
to this country to take a degree in this field. 

From observations gained on a_ speaking 
tour of district teacher’s meetings throughout 
Florida and from direct contact with the stu- 
dents and library program at Bethune-Cook- 
man, she has formed some definite theories in 
the field of reader’s guidance. Two projects 
have resulted from these observations: the 
reading record experiment reported in this 
issue of the JouRNAL under the title “Li- 
brary Experiment with Reading Records,” 
and the organization of a state-wide library 
association to extend library service through- 
out Florida. 


MarcareT B. HEcKER received her early 
newspaper training in Indianapolis, Indiana, 
her home city. An issue of the Indiana Uni- 
versity Alumni Magazine that selected her as 
“alumna of the month” states: “After training 
at Butler, Miss Hecker, A.M. ’29, taught high 
school journalism, later went to New York to 
conduct advertising surveys for Childs res- 
taurants, Standard Oil, and other business es- 
tablishments, did graduate work in journalism 
at Columbia.” 

At present, Miss Hecker is a news writer 
and head of the English department at the 
Semple School for Girls, New York City. In 
1940 while Director of the News Bureau of 
Westbrook Junior College in Maine, she was 
elected New England Chairman of the Ameri- 
can College Publicity Association.
